Basil Dean Addresses Lions _ 

On Problems Facing Britain Made Life Member 


Associate Editor of 
- Calgary Herald Gives 
Interesting Talk 

Basil Dean, associate editor of. 
the Calgary Herald, was guest 
speaker nt the regular Lions Club 
supper meeting In the Imperial 
Hotel Monday evening. 

Mr. Dean, who came to Calgary 
in 1949 after 3H- years as London 
correspondent for the Southern 
newspapers, spoke on the topic 
“Can Britain Make It?" and dealt 
with the efforts of Britain to re¬ 
cover from her exhausting war ef¬ 
fort and regain her pre-war pos¬ 
ition in world trade. * 

Factors which brough Britain to 
her present economic state, said 
the speaker, were the liquidation Of 
many • of her overseas assets to 
finance her war effort, the des¬ 
truction of many of her industrial 
centres by bombing and the clos¬ 
ing down of other industries to 
release manpower during the war. 

During the war, Britain's essen¬ 
tial foodstuffs were supplied to her 
through Lend-Lease and the mut- 
uul aid program, and when this 
assistance was cut off with the 
ending of the war the situation be¬ 
came acute. After their sustained 
war effort, the British people were 
hoping for a relaxation of controls 
and a return to their pre-war 
standards and way'of life, but 
they soon had to face the fact that 
weie no ‘‘fruits of victory” and 
that the victors were little better 
off than the vanquished. 

Among the problems that taced 
Britain at this time, said Mr. 
Dean, were recovery from the war 
and its effects and the relaxation 
of the government's strict controls. 

The nationalization of many 
industries was agreed on in prin¬ 
ciple by both the Labour and Con¬ 
servative parties..but the manner 
in which nationalization was to be 
carried out led to many differ¬ 
ences of opinion. The costly and 
comprehensive system of subsidies 
in effect, particularly on foodstuffs 
made a high tax structure neces¬ 
sary and the general basic income 
tax rate today is 45 percent, go¬ 


ing up td 97H percent in the high¬ 
est brackets. The Labour govern¬ 
ment. trying to implement its pre¬ 
war promise of "a fair share for 
all,)’ and the proper distribution 
of surpluses, found conditions vas¬ 
tly changed. It came to power at 
a time w'hen there were no surp¬ 
luses. instead there were shortag¬ 
es. What was needed was more pro¬ 
duction. but the trade union doc¬ 
trine of shorter hours for more 
pay wns so deeply instilled it could 
not-be changed. 

Britisn labour's output per man¬ 
hour is less now than it was be¬ 
fore the war, said the speaker, 
and the incentive to produce more 
is lacking. High taxes have discour¬ 
aged higher production, as taxes 
take most of the worker's over¬ 
time pay. The continuation of con¬ 
trols and rationing ensures a man 
and his family enough to eat, but 
extra money won't buy extra food 
and semi-luxuries and .other goods 
which .aake life a little easier are 
all being exported. Therefore, the 
incentive to »nrn more is lacking 
and this is having a direct and 
adverse effect on Britain's pro¬ 
duction. 

The wartime controls, set up to 
further the war effort, are being 
continued now for a different pur¬ 
pose to further the program of 
the Labour government. 

in the -speaker’s opinion, the 
Conservatives probably want La¬ 
bour to stay in power for a few 
months. The 1950 budget has to 
he brought down yet and it will 
likely be a stiff and unpopular 
budget. An election seems most 
likely six months to a year from 
new. biit Mr. Dean sees no sweep¬ 
ing changes likely if the Tories 
are returned to power. 

Despite her pivsent difficulties, 
said Mr. Dean, he beleived Britain 
would recover and regain her 
rightful place in the world. 

Following Mr. Dean's talk, the 
club members viewed two films. 
“World Baseball Series of 1949“ 
end "Famous Golf Courses,” made 
available through the courtesy of 
Wolfe's Marshall-Wells Store.
